Paying tribute to what he termed 
the statesmanlike courage of the 
Ulster leaders, Churchill said the 
agreement gave hope for co-opera- 
tion between the Nortn and South 


and opened a prospect for a future 
such as Ireland had never before 
contemplated. 

Ulster, he said, had Jent a helping 
hand to the Free State and the cause 
of peace in Ireland, the value of 
which could not be overestimated. 

“For, by taking all the measures 
humanly possible to bring cessation 
of religious partisan warfare in Bel- 
fast itself and remove the cause of 
friction,” he said, “Ulster has given 
the treaty and the provisional gov- 
ernment a far greater chance of suc- 
cess than would have been otherwise 
possible, 

“Treaty Cause Strengthened.” 

“There is no doubt whatever that 
the conflicts in the slums of Bel- 
fast have armed the foes of the Free 
State with every sort of argument to 
rally to their side forces which eth- 
erwise would have had nothing to 
do with their wrecking, destructive 
campaign. 

‘As far as the measures now taker 
may have an effect in tranquilizing 
the situation._in Belfast, the cause of 
those fighting for the treaty will be | 
enormously strengthened. 

“Additionally, there is’ in this | 
agreement hope of co-operation be-: 
tween the North and the South—a 
co-opers ation only forthcoming on 
the basis of the treaty—a co-opera- 
tion which would be finally § de- 
stroyved were a republic set up. 

“This hope of unity and co-opera- 
tien opens to Irishmen the prospect 
of a peaceful, protected future such 
as was never held out before. In 
these two ways Ulster has rendered 
a supreme service not only to Ire- 
land but to the British Empire.”

But when the scalp is not 
cleared from this obstructing mass 
of dry scales it simply is unable to 
breathe and one of two conditions 
will arise—either the scalp will be 
too dry or excessively oily. The for- 
mer is the most serious of these two 
conditions because a4 crust forms 
that sometimes makes a harboring 
place for a germ which is very de- 
structive to the growth of the hair 
and it would be then Known as in- 
fectious dandruff. 

The oily dandruff usually leaves 
a yellowish gray crust on the scalp 
because the Oversecretion of oil 
mixes with the dust collected by the 
hair from the atmosphere and the 

ules of scarf skin that are natur- 
ally thrown off. But both of these 
conditions can be avoided by at- 
tention to a few sfmple rules for the 
health of the hair. The scalp, not 
unlike the rest of the body, contin- 
ually throws off dead matter. This 
process goes on all over the body at 
all times, but the hair forms a better 
harboring place for this dead matter 
and so needs as great care as any 
other portion of the body.
